— Dining the consideration of the pro- 
posal to expand the Durgapur Sice] Plant from 1.6 million 
ingot tonnes annual capacity to 3.4 million tonnes, certain 
differences of opinion came to light regarding the extent of 
growth of capacity in India, both in the public and private 
sectors, to manufacture plant, equipment, refractories, auxi- 
liaries and spares within the time schedules suggested for 
Duigapur’s expansion as well as for the construction, expan^ 
slon and maintenance of other steel plants. One of the 
views expressed favours the implementation of the project 
after a period of one or two years-, when it is expected that 
growth in Indian capacity would suffice to bring down the 
costs iu foreign exchange considerably compared to what 
would be paid if implement a! ion were taken up on a basis 
similar to that given in the BRISHL tender. Another view 
is that the expansion can be taken up in stages almost entirely 
reiving on indigenous capacity with only the minimum import 
of certain very sophisticated items of equipment etc,, al- 
though it is realised that adoption of this course might extend 
considerably the period of construction and implementation 
of llie expansion. 

2. Government consider the development of Indian manu- 
facturing capacity to be a point of viial importance not only 
with relevance to Durgapur, but with relevance to the entire 
programme of development of steel capacity in the Fourth 
and Filth Five Year Finn periods. They have, therefore, 
decided to constitute a Committee to advise Government on 
the extent ol self-reliance in steel-making capacity and the 
advantages and disadvantages to the overall national economy 

in taking up the construction and expansion of steel plants 
on these different alternative lines. The Committee shall 
consist of :

(a) work is commenced after a year or so, to be 
completed by about 1972 or any other date as 
deemed -feasible; or 

(b) work is taken up primarily relying on indi- 
genous capacity, in which case the likely date 
of completion may also be indicated. 

(iv) estimates of the reduction in the foreign exchange 
components of the cost of expansion if either alter- 
natives (a) or (b) of (iii) arc taken up, and the 
comparative advantages in terms of foreign 
exchange to the country as a whole, after consider- 
ing the need to continue imports, if any. 

4. The Committee may call for such material as they 
require from organisations under Government as well as in 
the public and private sectors, and may coopt ally other 
members to the extent they consider necessary.
